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CAUSE FOR THOUGHT 


__ The news received by city officials this week that the Uni- 
versity of California, present owner of the 100-acre tract for- 
_merly known as the Gill Nursery Estate and a part of which is 
now being used as University Park, is considering a number 
of bids for the property, is cause for concern to all persons in- 
‘ terested in the future development of Albany. 
a The city should, some day, obtain at least 20 acres of this 
; property for the park and the grammar school that will be need- 
ed as the western portion of the city grows and becomes more 
thickly settled, it is agreed. The expected re-zoning of the 
western section of the city is but a matter of months now, fol- 
lowing this week's action by the City Council, and will be the 
signal for a boom in home building in the district. A school 
and a park will, therefore, be a necessity. 

Similar action was not taken at the time the High School was 
built, with the result that needed property had to be secured 
later at prices much higher than was originally expected. And 
still more space is needed for this institution. 

If consideration is given now to the possibility of acquiring 
enough of this tract for future use, a similar condition will not 
be encountered. Inasmuch as this or other property will have 
to be bought sooner or later, why not find out if a suitable piece 
of the University land can be secured in the near future, and at 
a reasonable price?

V.F.W. Aid Is 
Told by Head 
Of Local Post 


V. F. W. relief and social welfare 
activities in connection with the flood 
disaster of the Ohio River valley, were 
cited at the last meeting of Leland 
Bergesen Post No. 2658 by Command- 
er Duncan, as an example of the pro- 
gram of patriotic service to which the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars organization 
is pledged. 





Virtually every one of more than 
3500 units of the group throughout the 
country contributed largely of its funds 
and also collected food, clothing and 
other necessities for distribution among 
the flood sufferers. Scores of V. F. W. 
Posts in the flooded areas opened their 
clubrooms to refugees, feeding and 
sheltering them from the emergency 
had passed, he revealed. 

It is because of these contributions 
that the overseas veterans’ organiza- 
tion now faces an emergency of its 


own, Commander Duncan declared. 


!The money which was turned over tw 


the Red Cross by the units was, in al- 
most every instance, the proceeds of 
the 1936 Buddy Poppy Drive through- 
out the country. 

This money is usually reserved ex 
clusively for the benefit of disabled 
veterans and their families and for the 
widows and orphans of veterans. Be- 
cause of the unusual extent of the flood 
disaster, however, Commander-in-Chief 
Bernard W. Kearney authorized the 
release of approximately $2,500,000 
from the respective treasuries of the 
units as contributions to the Red Cross. 
HAVE SPENT FUNDS 

As a consequence the V. F. W. units, 
in many cases, now find themselves 
with depleted treasuries with which tc 
finance their permanent programs of 
veteran relief and welfare. 


“Although we were glad to do what 
we could in in contributing to the re- 
lief of flood sufferers, our entire or- 
ganization is now facéd with the ne- 
cessity of obtaining funds for the care 
of our disabled comrades and their de- 
pendent families,” the commander ex- 
plained. 

In Albany Leland Bergesen Post will 
sponsor the Buddy Poppy Sale as it 
has for the past four years. A sales 
force of 50 members of the Ladies Aux- 
iliary will be on the streets of the city 
during the campaign. Each citizen will 
be asked to buy a Buddy Poppy, con- 
tributing 10 cents or more to the relief 
fund of the organization, he announc- 
ed. 

According to Duncan, the V.F.W. was 
ithe first veterans’ group to sponsor a 
nation-wide sale of Budy Poppies. The 
flowers themselves are copyrighted un- 
der the name given to them in govern- 
ment hospitals throughout the country.
